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THE OBJECTS OF TOC H 


The aims of Тос H are thus set forth in its Royal Charter of Incorporation: 


(1) To preserve amongst men and to transmit to future generations, the 
traditions of fellowship and service manifested by all ranks during the Great 
War, thereby encouraging its members, through the common Christian life 
of the family, to seek God, and helping them to find his Will and to do it. 


(2) To encourage amongst the members of the Association the desire to 
perform, and to facilitate the performance of all kinds of social service as 
between and for the benefit of all ranks of society. 


To promote among all people a wide human interest in the lives and 
needs of their fellows and to foster in every man a sense of responsibility for 
the wellbeing of his fellow man. 


(4) To mitigate bv habit of mind and word and deed the evils of class con- 
sciousness and to endeavour to create a body of public opinion frcc of all social 
antagonisms. 
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A FOREWORD 


An Annual Report may reach many readers who have little or no personal knowledge o] | 
the movement whose work its pages record. For such new friends this foreword about Toc H 
is intended. It consists of the speech which the Chairman of the Central Executive addressed 


to the guests and friends of Toc H assembled at the Birthday Festival Guest-night in the 
Royal Albert Hall, London, on December 8, 1938. 


[Т is my privilege to try to put before you in the simplest way our rcasons for believing in 
and working for Toc H, and to try to relate the movement as a whole to what you have 
seen and heard to-night. It will be in vain if we go home without some clear convictions 


of the special need and special value of Toc H in the tangled crucl world in which we all 
live to-day. 


Indeed it would be a step back and not a step forward if the result of our Festival was to 
let the world continue to think, as many still do, that Toc H is a backward-looking ex-service 


organisation, that its primary concerns are ceremonies centred in the lighting of Lamps and 
the recollection of those who died twenty and more years ago. 


А So I ask you to think for a few minutes what Тос H has grown to be and what it can 
I do for the world to-day. What is it that we are after with our 3o houses, 22 at home and 
| 8 overseas? What is it that brings many hundreds of Christian ministers—of the Free as 
I well as of the Established Churches—to work in closest co-operation in the movement? With 
| what aims and with what practical results have our 40,000 members joined their 1,500 
| Branches and Groups?

То me and to many hundreds of others it is impossible to answer these questions without 

reference to our Founder-Padre and the Old House in Flanders. We remember how he 

E! caught us by his infectious spirit (in my own case in a ruined street in Ypres on Good 
| Friday, 1917) and how in Talbot House we met and began to learn more about mem of 
types other than our own, and found that Upper Room which was the living centre of all 
that went on there. But to understand Toc Н we need rather to see what it was that it 


set out to do in 1920 and how its ideas and methods fit the problems of to-day. 


—— 


It started as a tiny thing—a few hundreds of men who after a ycar of civil life were united 
| in one purpose, that something more than armistice should bc the outcome of war, that with 
God's help death should be creative. They thought they saw clearly that if they were to 
play their small part in building the Kingdom of God there were thrce lessons they had 
learnt. First of all, men of diverse origins, occupations and outlook must learn to know 
one another better. Secondly, they must do what they could to be unprejudiced members of 
the community and instructed citizens. Thirdly, all that they did and planned must bring 


out what lies dormant in so many—the willingness to givc unselfish service, of no trivial 
kind but to the point of sacrifice. 


F. So it came that in 1920 Toc H committed itself to steer its course by a compass, the four 
points of which were named Fellowship, Service, Fairmindedness and the Kingdom of God, 


and pledged itself to do its best 


To love widely, To build bravely, To think fairly and To witness humbly. 


. 


It oflered its membership not only ло ex-servicemen, but also to those who came after— 
without religious tests—with no limits of age except that a member must be at least 16 years 
old—and, remembering its essential Christian basis, laid down that no Toc H branch was 


fully established unless it had succeeded in attracting to the office of Padre a Christian 
minister. 


And now in 1938 what can we scc as thc growth so far from the seed so sownr First, I 
would claim that there are thousands of men to-day who may be no longer members of 
any Branch or Group but have caught the spirit of service through Toc H. The old Talbot 
House existed to give friendship in Christ’s name to men who were far from home. Such 
work is still inspired by its spirit. I think of Tubby's own work on Tower Hill, of his visits 
to the Mediterranean Fleet, of the new houses at Gibraltar and at Malta, of the work among 
the lonely men in our Tanker flects, of the Talbot House Club for Seafaring Boys at 
Southampton, of our prison visitors and those who work in Borstal institutions, and of that 
gallant band who have gone out to help to rid our Empire of leprosy. 


Second, in our Marks, the 30 houses I have mentioncd, we have not only in our great 
cities at home but in such cities as Calcutta, Winnipeg, Toronto, Johannesburg, Albany and 
Buenos Aires, centres in which the spirit of Toc H may grow and from which it can spread : 
houses in which a central team, including a padre, may build up among the younger men 
coming to live there as strangers in a great city and among those whom they welcome, as 
Talbot House welcomed its visitors, in Christ’s name, a company of serving men. 


But third—and here I come to what is most typical of Тос Н to-day—we have our 
Branches and our Groups. In 1,500 places (1,100 at home, 400 overseas) small groups of 
men, usually of very varied types, usually very few, perhaps half a dozen to start with, 
have found themselves challenged to welcome others to their company, to become “ fishers 
of men," and with them to seek to discover how their little company can serve the 
community in which their lives are set. These are our tcams, each gathering up into itself 
the variety of individual experiences and uniting them for a common purpose: each pledged 
to welcome and to serve and so to win more men to take their places in the team. 


This is not the time to speak of the service that these teams have shown that they can give. 
You will find some reference to that in the report to the Patron (see page 8). Nor is this 
the time to speak of our needs, except to say this. Our teams welcome and need the advice 
and help of more senior friends who will spread the ideas of Toc H among their friends 
and can often give the local team opportunities for spreading and for service. Secondly, we 
are hard put to it to maintain the staff, both padre and lay, which we need as teachers and 
guides where Toc H is well established, and still more clearly to devclop the movement 
overseas and in the Services. 


I would rather close by saying what I know Toc H, wherever it is to be found, is deeply 
fecling. Never in our history has it been so urgent that free men should show their readi- 
ness to serve their brothers and the community. Throughout Toc H, as in a far wider 
sphere, there is a new realisation of this urgency, a new readiness for self-discipline and 
sacrifice. God forbid that we should forget the Fellowship, the friendliness between man 
and man which is “ the first point of our compass.” God forbid in a world which in many 
parts is daily fed in the name of propaganda on prejudice and lies, that we should forget 
Fairmindedness. But I believe that the special call to Toc H at this time is to Service 
more devoted, more disciplined, less unworthy of our Lamps than we have ever given 
before. I ask you all to help Toc H to fulfil its task and so to do more of its share in the 
setting up of Christ’s Kingdom upon earth.

rT HE past year has been onc of grave anxiety. Actual war in two countries and 
А the shadow of an all-embracing conflict which might well lay civilization, morally 
as well as materially, in ruins, have filled a large place in men’s thoughts. 


ls there room for Toc H? 


In such circumstances there are those who assert that Toc Н ти recede into the 
background. It is all very well in morc leisured and less strenuous times that men 
should concern themselves with its ‘‘ admirable” activities, but just now—well, we 
arc too busy, and too. worried, and too concerned with the problems of the hour. 
Perhaps when things arc better. 


The true basis of peace. 


To such a narrowing of attention men are always prone under the pressure of events. 
Concentration on the mere business of keeping alive can cause men to sacrifice the 
purpose for which life exists. But it is just when the pressure grows strongest that 
the human spirit rouses itself to a fresh effort to re-establish the true meaning of life. 
It seems not improbable that the future historian will find the primary significance 
of the past year not in its actual events but in the dawn of a new realization that the 
securing of peace, as opposed to the warding off of war, depends upon the readiness 
of men really to act upon the principles of conduct set forth in the Gospel of Christ. 
Such is the clear meaning of the weighty pronouncements summed up under the 
general heading of `` moral rearmament " and in the public utterances, to quote but 
one instance, of our honourcd President, Lord Baldwin. 

If this reading be right, then the task of Toc H is not overshadowed but enhanced 
by the circumstances of the time. There is abundant evidence that the members of 
Toc H are seeing clearly that the instrument for the building of God’s kingdom which 
has been placed in their hands to use demands their faith, their work and their personal 
responsibility as never before. 


The purpose of Toc H. 

It is indeed natural that this should be so. Born out of the experience of men in 
the Great War, who learnt at a great price to recognize that “ behind the ebb and 
flow of things temporal stand the eternal realities,” Toc H nearly 20 years ago com- 
mitted itself deliberately to a part in the supreme task of this age by claiming to 
challenge its gencration to seek in all things the will of Christ. This is the golden 
thread which runs through all its multifarious activities, and pulls together the variety 
of experiments and experiences on which its members are engaged. The effect of 
1938 has been to give its task a greater urgency and to demand from its members at 
once a greater personal effort and a truer understanding of the unity which underlies 
all its diversities. 


The things that matter. 


In view of these considerations it seems proper that this report should conccrn itself 
with some indication of the steps that are being taken to strengthen the movement 
in these essential respects. This can be done the morc readily because the actual record 
of the main events of the year was set out in summary form in the report and loyal 
message sent on the occasion of the Birthday Festival to our Patron, the King, which, 
together with His Majesty’s gracious reply, is reproduced below.

of the members there to be assembled and of the much larger number they represent, the 

| Central Executive of Тос H offers to Your Majesty, as Patron of Toc H, and to Her Majesty 

The Queen, as Patroness of the Toc H League of Women Helpers, the loyal and affectionate 
greetings of the entire movement. 

Your Majesty may be interested to know that the new Branches whose Lamps are to be 
lit include thirteen in Argentina, Australia, Canada, India, New Zealand and South Africa. 

The work of Toc H, as Your Majesty knows, is carried out by a large number (at present 
1,118 at home and 395 overseas) of small teams, rendering humble but useful service in many 
ways but particularly to boys, to those who are cut off from the life of the community by 
sickness or infirmity, to those who are separated from home life and whose greatest need 
is friendship, whether they be tramps in the casual ward, seamen at ports of call, travellers of 
commerce, or showmen at fairgrounds, and to those in Prisons and Borstal Institutions who 
need help, teaching and after-care. All this has proceeded steadily during the past year. 

Knowing as we do Your Majesty’s interest in boys’ camps, we feel that you may like to 
know of the steady progress of the North of England Schools and Ciubs Camp, sponsored by 
Toc H and modelled upon Your Majesty’s Duke of York’s Camp. which again by the kind- 
ness of His Grace The Duke of Devonshire (as in previous years of his father who was our 
honoured Charter President) has been held at Chatsworth. The idea for which Your Majesty 
is responsible has spread overseas and camps on similar lines have been brought into being 
partly through the instrumentality of Toc H in New South Wales and in South Australia. 

In South Africa Toc H is actively promoting study of the native question and its members 
are taking an increasing part in native welfare work. 

With the expansion of Your Majesty’s armed forces Toc H has endeavoured to play a 
part for the welfare of men and boys appropriate to its origin in Talbot House, Poperinghe. 
Talbot House, Malta, and the House at Gibraltar opened early this year by our President, 
General Sir Charles Harington, and bearing his name, are mecting a real need, and our 
local units on the Firth of Forth have been able to provide friendship and hospitality for 
liberty boys from H.M.S. Caledonia at Rosyth. The hospitality scheme for overseas boys 
serving as apprentices in the Royal Air Force has made a successful beginning and Toc H 
hopes to maintain and expand it in ensuing years. 

The Viscount Wakefield of Hythe, our President, has recently placed at our disposal a 
splendid site for the future Imperial Headquarters of Toc H on Tower Hill, which will 
enable us eventually to bring together all the organs of central control of the movement on 
one historic spot in the City of London, but the circumstances of the moment have obliged 
us to postpone the attempt to raise the funds necessary for the actual building 
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It is one of the functions of Toc H to influence the movement of public opinion towards 
the spread of Christian thought and action. An instance of this is the widespread interest 
in the Leprosy Campaign, in which Toc H has worked in active and effective support of the 
British Empire Leprosy Relief Association. This work has been rendered infinitely more 
effective in that it has been backed by the tangible evidence furnished by the practical readiness 
of Toc H men to volunteer for leprosy work in the field. А 

Finally we would wish to assurc Your Majesty that there is ample evidence of the readiness 
of Toc H members to mect by personal service and sacrifice, which is our tradition, the needs 
of these critical times and also to pursue steadily their special task of spreading that under- 
standing between men through which, in God's providence, the divisions that now separate 
men and nations may finally be overcome.

Three essential problems 


The essential problems to which attention has been specially directed in the past 
year are (a) the pulling together into an organic unity of the many departments of 
Toc H activity, (4) the cultivating of individual leadership and responsibility on a 
scale appropriate to a movement spread in a large number of small and often widely 
separated working teams, and (с) the solidifying of the financial basis of the movement. 


Diversities of Method 


The earliest development of Toc H was through its Houses or Marks. Each of 
these was intended to be a Christian family, in which men of diverse origin would 
live and feed together, cach with its chapel and the abiding influence of a resident 
padre. It was not to be a family “ keeping itself to itself " but to maintain an open 
door for the lonely stranger and to spread the influence of Toc H outwards through 
neighbourly service. But the flame once kindled spread far and wide. Men who 
could not physically live togcther claimed their part, and so there grew up the present 
widespread structure of Branches and Groups, less intense in their internal life than 
the Marks, but spreading the Toc H idea and practice to men whom the Marks could 
never have touched. Then the Founder Padre became Vicar of the historic church 
of All Hallows and began the development of all the multifarious activities that now 
centre upon and are changing the face of Tower Hill. The influence of Toc H spread 
to the sca and it began to develop in ways appropriate to their conditions of life in 
the Navy, Army and Air Force. Meanwhile, both in isolated units overseas and on 
а great scale with full Dominion status in the self-governing nations of the Common- 


wealth, Toc H Overseas came into being. 
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Unity in Diversity. 

The links uniting these diversc organs of Toc H have been only in a minimum 
degrec formal: the significant links have been mainly personal. Two important steps 
have now been decided upon. The first is to bring together all the threads, personal 
and administrative, within the movement in a single headquarters near the Guild 
Church and the personal work of the Founder Padre in the historic setting of Tower 
Hill. The way to this has been opened by the generous gift of a site by Lord Wakefield 
and two generous contributions of £1,000 each towards the cost of the building. The 
completion of the necessary funds now alone delays the accomplishment of this unifying 
policy. 

The place of Marks. 


The other step decided upon has been to forge fresh bonds of unity between the 
Marks and the Branches and Groups. The aim is to sec that every Mark becomes 
not merely a hostel but a recognized centre of Toc H influence in and around the city 
where the Mark is situated. It is proposed progressively to establish a chaplain or lay 
pilot in every such centre. The endowed chaplaincies, all of which will now bear 
definite names, as will be seen from the list in this report, will provide the nucleus 
of this scheme. From that it must grow to full realization as funds increase. London 
requires special arrangements and in that connection Toc H has gratefully to acknow- 
ledge the generous action of Miss A. M. Alexander, in augmenting the original capital 
endowment of her chaplaincy to provide the full cost of maintaining the post. 

These two steps taken together should do much to promote the sense of unity of 
the family of Toc H without spoiling its most desirable diversity. 


Volunteer Leadership and Responsibility. 

Definite forward moves have been made in advancing volunteer leadership and 
responsibility. The necessity for curtailing the whole-time staff has provided the 
occasion, but the cause lies deeper, in the recognition that such а movement as Toc H 
will be healthy in proportion as its leaders in every locality arc not mere committee- 
men but exercising an active personal responsibility. Much promising experiment 15 
in progress. The East Anglian Area has taken the bold decision to carry on its entire 
work without the help of full-time staff. In several Areas where there is no longer 
an Area Secretary, the Padre has now a group of active voluntcer colleagues sharing 
the responsibility for administration and leadership. The Central Conference of leaders 
held at Digswell Park in July contributed greatly to the general understanding of this 
method and the general willingness to undertake it. 

Toc H ought to be, as part of its plan, a school of leadership and this development 
should stimulate that side of its work. This has an importance wider than the move- 
ment itself. Recent enquiry has shown that already some five hundred members are 
taking active part in local government. The infiltration of the standards and spirit of 
Toc H can be extremely valuable in an aspect of the nation’s life which continues to 
grow in importance, and the developments above outlined are fitting more and more 
men to play their part in this wider sphere. Internally, the full-time staff Toc H is at 
present able to maintain and the moderate increase desirable when funds permit, will 
be enabled by these measures to concentrate on the essential work of teaching and 
pioncering, which for sheer lack of time cannot be fully covered by volunteers.

А sound financial basis. 


Lastly, the health and coherence of Toc H stimulated progressively in the ways 
outlined above must be based on a steady and reliable foundation of material support. 
The present financial position is dealt with more fully in the sections on finance, but 
because finance is an integral part of the life of the movement, it must be briefly 
mentioned here. At the beginning of the year the problem before Toc H was to close 
the wide gap between expenditure and income, thus not only balancing the budget 
but also, while in no wise diminishing the obligations of members, relieving them of 
the sense of constant strain. 

Much progress has becn made in this direction. The special meeting of the Central 
Council, called to consider the position, decided that the income of Тос H must be 
Steadily raised by a general effort progressively to increase the contributions of the 
members and to interest new friends and enlist them as “ Toc H Builders.” Definite 
progress has been made, as is shown in more detail below. Meanwhile expenditure 
has been reduced (the effects will only show this year) by considerable reduction in 
the whole-time staff. Toc H owes a debt which it ought to acknowledge to its whole- 
time servants for the way in which they have unhesitatingly subordinated their personal 
interests to the welfare of the movement. 

At the same time the cHorts of friends, particularly the City of London Builders’ 
Council, have helped to meet the immediate necessities of the past year, with the result 
indicated in the accounts. 


What yet needs to be done. 


Greatly improved as the position is, it must be remembered that steady effort is still 
required, and also that the staff is now definitely smaller than the minimum needed 
to enable the voluntary effort of Toc H to operate at full power. These things lie 
in the future. They can be realized and the hope that they will be is strengthened 
by the gencral lines of progress indicated in this report and by the widespread evidence 
that Toc H is ready to rise to the full to the opportunities before it. 


Ways of Service 


The individual service rendered by Toc H members goes on all the time and must 
remain the touchstone which gives reality and practical force to the attempt to spread 
its principles. It is by personal practice that men bring ideals into the daily life of 
the market place. 

That that process goes on is clear from the recent enquiry already referred to, which 
shows that out of the 20,000 members covered by the enquiry nearly 5,000 are engaged 
in the training of boys, 1,700 are blood transfusion donors, 700 are working for the 
rehabilitation of delinquents, 3,000 for hospitals, 2,200 for the blind, deaf and cripples, 
and 1,600 in public asistance institutions. To these must be added many smaller categories 
besides several thousands regularly engaged in the government and service of Church 
life and also some thousands of cases ا‎ help for individuals in many and some 
very exacting directions. The forms of national service included in the Government’s 
recent appeal had prior to its issue been undertaken by some 4,000 members. Neither 
in this respect, nor in any other, does Toc H dictate to the conscience of any individual.

Each is free to render whatever form of service appears to him to be right and suited 
to his own capacity. 

Figures are a poor indication of human eflort and this reference to them is certainly 
not to be taken to mean that Тос H can now, or indeed ever, be smugly satisfied 
with either the quantity or quality of its service. But they are some indication of 
a strongly flowing lifc, which is steadily increasing the true human relationships upon 


which, under God, the future welfare and happiness of mankind depend. 


"The State 

There are 511 Branches and 592 Groups at home, and 129 Branches and 283 Groups 
overseas. The policy of discouraging the continuance of Groups which show little 
promise of becoming strong units has been continued; this has occurred in 81 cases, 
while 21 Branches which have no longer felt themselves to be maintaining their status 
worthily, have relinquished their Lamps of Maintenance on expiry of the normal 
tenure and in most cascs are rebuilding as Groups. The Groups promoted to Branch 
status during the year numbered 70 (54 at home and 16 overseas). New Groups have 
been recognized іп 151 places (94 at home and 57 overseas). Thus the total of 1,515 
Branches and Groups represents а net increase of 49 units on last year’s figure. 


The Duke of Devonshire. 

Toc H suffered a great loss during the year by the death of His Grace the Duke of 
Devonshire, a Charter President. Both he and the Duchess, who is President of the 
Toc H League of Women Helpers, have stood behind the movement from its earliest 
days with unfailing devotion to the cause it exists to serve. We are glad to record that 
his son, the present Duke, has consented to become a Vice-President. 


Personnel. 

Sir Maurice (now Lord) Hankey and Dr. C. J. Magrath have also been appointed 
Vice-Presidents. H. U. Willink, K.C., has been elected chairman of the Central 
Executive, in place of P. N. Sutherland Graeme, and General Sir Charles Harington 
co-opted as a member on his return from Gibraltar, the Services Advisory Committee 
now having him as its active Chairman. R. K. Wood has been succeeded as Hon. 
Australian Commissioner by Lieut.-Colonel E. F. Herring, К.С. 

The following Padres have left the staff: G. H. T. Blake, A. K. Bostock, R. N. 
Craig, R. S. Dabbs, A. E. Howard, J. N. Jory, C. Marr, R. E. Simons and J. E. E. 
Tunstall. Eastern Canada also suffered the loss from full-time service of Padre A. T. F. 
Holmes. The following laymen have left: J. D. Burnett, A. D. H. Carson, € Gr 
Freeston, A. E. F. Hammond, F. Sandwith and R. E. Wraith.

Cowling and H. C. Dunnett have returned from Australia and South America respec- 
tively; G. R. R. Martin has been transferred from the London Arcas to Headquarters 
as Assistant General Secretary, F. G. Harrison from Nottingham to London as London 
Office Secretary, and R. D. Smith to West Yorkshire from the Western Area, where 
he has been succeeded by M. B. Elson (formerly in the Far East). 
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THE ACCOUNTS 


The Consolidated Income and Expenditure Account for the year ended 31st October, 
1938, shows a deficit of £443 1s. 5d., representing an improvement of £228 7s. 11d. 
on the previous year when the deficit amounted to £671 9s. 4d. This result is consider- 
ably better than at one time appearcd to be possible and as the result of magnificent 
efforts of many members and friends Toc H was enabled to avoid the full financial 
effects of the crisis in September, 1938. 

The result achieved, however, once again depended far too much upon special gifts 
and, as it is known that many donations from business houses in the City of London, 
as well as large donations from some members (who continued their“ Light Brigade 
Charge of 1937) arc not likely to be repeated, the problem of increasing reasonably 
assured income still remains. With increases of £834 in Builders’ Subscriptions and 
£514 in Branch and Group Contributions a substantial move in the right direction has 
been made and if similar increases are achieved in the next four years, and are sub- 
sequently maintained, borrowing from our Bankers will be a thing of the past. 


Income and Members’ Contributions. 

The total ordinary income for the year amounts to £32,526 апа, as in the previous 
year, contains the results of various special efforts without which the total would have 
been considerably less and the deficit very much bigger. Members during the vear 
under review have contributed £16,394 11s. 94. compared with £17,395 16s. 94. in 
1936/37 and when we remember that the“ Light Brigade“ Appeal of 1937 was not 
repeated in 1938 the comparison is not to the discredit of the latter year. The

Membership Subscriptions have decreased and this appears to be due to the fact 
that therc has been some delay in rendering Capitation Fees to Headquarters. This 
matter is being taken up with those concerned. Improvement in the number of 
Members! Builders’ Subscriptions has been maintained, whilst Wnit Contributions, 
after a pause in 1936/37, have again made a forward move. 
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Seafaring Boys' Club. 


The financial as well as the other results of the working of the 'Talbot House Sca- 
faring Boys’ Club show an excellent reward and the surplus of 2145 145. 10d. is 
the largest yet achieved in a year which contained no special appeal. This reflects 
the good work of the Warden, Jack Clark, and the Committee of Friends but much 
still needs to be done and continued support is necessary. The Subscription list and 
Income and Expenditure Account arc not included in this Report but thosc interested

Р Marks and Hostels. 


The surplus on the Тос H Marks and Hostels has fallen from £630 5s. 4d. to 
#100 14s. rod. and, as in previous years, does not include a charge for the time of 
various members of the Staff who are occupied in Marks administration. The financial 
results are rather disappointing, but heavy expenditure upon reconditioning is still 
necessary and is likely to continue to be so for at least another three years. Substantial 
assistance has been received from some very good friends, including one who has 
i" given anonymously a further one thousand pounds. Nevertheless much of the cost 

is thrown upon ordinary revenue, and the Marks and Hostels Accounts must continuc 
to be affected adversely until the work is completed. Reconditioning mainly accounts 
for the heavier losses on individual Marks, while in some others there has been an 
occasional shortage of hostellers. The care of youngsters of limited means working 
for the first time away from home is one of the purposes of the Marks, and this 
entails the granting of special rates in cases of need. Unfortunately, these are not 
always balanced by a sufficient number who can afford the standard rate, or even 
more, and thus maintain the average rate of payment at the standard level. 


Expenditure. 


The total ordinary expenditure, after charging £1,058 expended upon the develop- 
ment of Toc H in the Services, and for which a special donation has been received, 
amounts to 733,184 155. od., an increase of £396, this being a trifle more than the 
increase in expenditure upon the self-balancing Services Department Account. The 
savings effected by the Staff reductions are very little reflected in the year under 
review as the termination of appointments took place upon varying dates during the 
year. Comparison of the two years’ figures is further complicated by the fact that 
some new appointments were made during 1937 and in those cases full year’s salaries 
were not involved during that financial year, whereas during the year ended 
31st October, 1938, full charges were incurred in each case. 


Area Accounts. 


It has been decided to discontinue the publication of Area Accounts in the usual 

“a Income and Expenditure form, partly upon grounds of economy and partly because 
approximately the same information is given in the tabular form of account adopted 

for the first time in this Report. The practice of showing “ grants” from Head-

average £8 per ycar Бу way of contribution and thc “ grant ” made was of such 
an amount as to reflect the measure of success, or lack of success, in reaching the 
average of £8, e.g., if an Arca achieved that average the amount of the “ grant was 
such that the Arca Account concerned was balanced and did not show a loss. The 
Eight Pounds system was replaced several ycars ago by a more personal and direct 
system of sclf-assessment by cach individual member and as a result there is no longer 
any logical basis upon which to work the “ grant " system. In any event such “ grants ” 
were mercly book entries and as such did not affect the financial position of thc 
Corporation as a wholc. 


Balance Sheet. 

The Balance Sheet has been reconstructed so as to show іп detail the specific invest- 
ments held against the Endowment of Chaplaincies Fund, the Harry Ellison Memorial 
Fund, the Talbot House Scafaring Boys’ Club Fund, the Wakefield Fund for the Old 
House, the Our XII Room Fund and certain donations, ctc. held in suspense for 
special purposes. In addition, funds previously known as the Hostc] Properties Fund, 
Endowment Fund, thc Sports Pavilion and Equipment Fund, togcther with certain 
minor adjustments on other items, have been merged into the Capital Account where 
they will continue to be shown with any similar items which may be reccived in the 
futurc. 

During the year two additions have been received to the Chaplaincy Endowment 
Fund, onc being the gift of Kendalshire Farm by Miss Hewitt for the establishment 
of a Toc H Chaplaincy in Bristol, this having been taken into the accounts at the 
valuation for stamp duty, and the other being a gift of Shares in the Improved Tene- 
ments Association by Miss A. M. Alexander to complete the Philip Clayton Chaplaincy 
and taken into the accounts at a nominal valuation although the extra income will 
be approximately 2120 per annum. The Talbot House Seafaring Boys’ Club Fund 
is a new item provided by a Member of Toc H, the income being used for the benefit 
of the Club: the Locke Legacy is held pending the possible erection of a Boys’ Club 
and District Mecting Hall in the grounds of Mark XXI, Derby: the United States 
of America item has remained static and will continue so until it can be used for the 
development of Toc H there: whilst the Overseas items are held until the next calls 
are made upon them. The Income from the Harry Ellison Memorial is now being 
used to provide thc salary and expenses of the Toc H Staff man in Tasmania. 

Donations for Hostels have been added to by the receipt of a further sum from 
Lord Austin of Longbridge for Mark VI, Birmingham, and gifts from various friends 
for Westbourne Housc, Hull. A considerable sum 15 still required to cover the complete 
cost of the latter house. Two legacies have also been received and added to the Capital 
Account. 

The Frechold Properties have been added to by the cost of the adaptation of West- 
bourne House, Hull, and the book value decreased by the sale of roo, Douglas Street, 
Derby, and the headquarters of the Rayleigh and Worcester Branches, also by the 
application of a Leasehold Sinking Fund in the case of the old Mark VI, Birmingham. 
The book valuc of Furniture and Fittings has been written down by / 11,440, most of 
which has been charged against the Memorial Rooms and General Furnishing Fund, 
thus causing this Fund to be completely written off. The Sports Pavilion and Equip- 
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ment has been depreciated to the extent of £1,338 and the Lamps of Maintenance, 
etc. have been written off and are no longer given a value for Balance Sheet purposes. 
In due course there will be a revaluation of our Freehold Properties and when this has | 
been carried out Assets of Toc H Incorporated will be shown at a figure which will | 
bear a closer relation to their actual market value than perhaps they do at present. 


Bank Overdraft. 

Although Toc H pays a reduced rate of interest to Barclays Bank and none at all | 
to Hambros Bank, the Overdraft is still uncomfortably large and is upon most occasions 
a decided handicap to the smooth working of the movement. | 


Conclusion. 

If the financial sections of this Report are read in conjunction with those which 
precede them, it will be realised that Toc H is showing cvidence of steady cffort and 
determination. In thesc difficult times it must expect to be faced with much uphill 
work but it will be none the worse for that, provided it holds fast to its essential purpose 
and rcalises ever more clearly how desperately the world needs just thosc very things 
which the movement is pledged to maintain.

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TO TOC H BUILDERS AND OTHER FRIENDS 


The following shows a method by which an Annual Subscriber to Toc H Incorporated 
can increase the amount received annually by Toc H Incorporated without any additional 
expense to himself and, if he is liable to Sur-Tax, with actual financial advantage to himself. 


The additional money accruing to Toc H Incorporated is paid to them by the Inland 
Revenue Authorities, being a refund of the Income Tax received by them from the sub- 
scriber on the portion of his general taxed income from which he pays the subscription; the 
financial advantage to a subscriber liable to Sur-Tax is that such subscriber is allowed to 
deduct the amount of his gross annual subscription to Toc H Incorporated from his income 
for Sur-Tax purposes. 


In order to obtain these advantages it is necessary for the subscriber to enter into a legally 
binding agreement with Toc H Incorporated to pay his annual subscription for a period of 
at least seven years or during his lifetime (whichever is the shorter period). 


A subscriber contributing, say, /то per annum to Toc H Incorporated would complete 
the agreement by undertaking to pay annually such sum as after deduction of Income Tax 
at the standard rate would leave the nett sum of £10. The subscriber would then pay to 
Toc H Incorporated each year during the period of the agreement a sum of то, which, 
while Income Tax is at the rate of 5s. 6d. in the /, would be regarded as a gross sum of 
£13 155. 10d. (Income Tax on £13 15s. 10d. being £3 155. rod.). 


The effect of entering into the agreement would be:— 


(1) The subscriber would pay to Toc H Incorporated each year the sum of £10, so that if he is already 
subscribing that sum there need be no alteration in the amount of his subscription. 

(2) Toc H Incorporated would, in due course, claim repaymeut from the Inland Revenue of the 
Income Tax on his subscription, i.e. £3 155. 104. 

(3) Toc H Incorporated would benefit by a total amount of £13 155. rod., and the subscriber would 
be recorded as a contributor of this amount. 

(4) If the subscriber were liable to Sur-Tax, he would be entitled to a deduction of £13 155. 10d. 
from the amount on which he was liable to pay Sur-Tax.
